It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated that the term "statistical" was broad enough to 
suggest sets of numbers, sets of words, or databases of data. Applicant disagreed and indicated that the term should 
suggest statistical sciences. Examiner did agree that the term "risk" did not appear in either of the Shepley or Balintfy 
references, and that the term "risk" was used and discussed in the original specification at page 28, second paragraph. 
However, Examiner did not agree that the term "statistic" or "statistical" necessarily implied "risk", since the terms 
"statistic" or "statistical" have broader meanings. Examiner also indicated that inclusion of the term "risk" may not 
necessarily render patentable claims, but would overcome the application of Shepley and Balintfy, since these 
references contain no mention of "risk". 
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
